HE first land battle has been fought. For 
the paucity of. information from the 
censored newspaper correspondents, we 
are in a measure compensated by the 

very full report from the Russian authorities. 
Here is the telegram which the Czar has received 
from General Kuropatkin : I have the honour 
respectfully to communicate to your Majesty а 
report from General Mishtchenko, dated March 
28, 10 p.m. He says: For three consecutive 
days small outposts have attempted to draw the 
Japanese cavalry into action, but their patrols, 
after contact was established, retired beyond 
Chong-ju. Having learned that four squadrons 
of the enemy were posted five versts beyond 
Chong-ju on the 27th, six companies marched

They reached 
Chong-ju at half-past ten in the morning. Ав 
soon as our scouts approached the town the 
enemy opened fire from behind the walls, Two 
squadrous promptly dismounted and occupied 
an adjacent heighttive hundred yards away, and 
an engagement ensued. In the town were lying 
in ambush about a company of infantry and 
a squadron of cavalry. Our men were reinforced 
by three companies, and attacked the Japanese 
with a cross-fire. Notwithstanding this and our 
commanding position, the Japanese gallantly 
held their ground, and it was only after a fierce 
fight of half an hour’s duration that they ceased 
fire and sought refuge in the houses. They 
hoisted Red Cross fings at two points. Soon 
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afterwards, on the Knsan road, three squadrons 
of the enemy were seen advancing at full gallop 
towards the town, which two squadrons suc- 
ceeded in entering. The third fell back- in 
disorder under the repeated volleys of our 
troops, men and horses being seen to fall. 
For au hour afterwards our companies continued 
to fire on the Japanese in the town, preventing 
them from leaving the streets and houses to open 
fire on us. An hour and a half after the beginning 
of the engagement four companies appeared on 
the Kasan road hastening up to attack. I gave 
the order to mount, and the entire force with a 
covering squadron moved on in perfect order 
and formed up in line: behind the hill. The 
wounded were placed in front, and the retire- 
ment was carried out with the deliberation of 
parade. -The Japanese -squadron which had 
been thrown into disorder was .evidently 
unable promptly. to -occupy the hill -which 
we had just evacuated, and the infantry 
arrived too late. The detachment protecting 
our rearguard arrived „quietly at Koaksan, 
where it made a halt of two hours in order 
that the wounded might receive attention. At 
nine o'clock in the evening the force reache:| 
Noosan. It is supposed that the Japanese had 
heavy losses in men and horses Ou our 
side, unfortunately, threc officers were severely 
wounded, and one less seriously.

it Commander. Hirose and Boatswain Sugino, 
who were killed, displayed admirable courage. 
Sugino was just going down to light the mas 
zine on the Fukwi Maru when the ship was struck 
by the enemy’s torpedo, killing him. Commander 
Hirose, after cansing his men to take to the 
boats, and not finding Sugino, searched through 
the ship three times. Finding his ship gradun- 
ally going down, he was compelled to leave ber 
und enter the boat. As the bont was rowing Away 
under the encmy’s hot fire, а shell struck him on 
the head, and the greater part of his body was 
blown away, the only remaining part of this 
brave officer's body being a piece of flesh in the 
boat. Commander Hirose was always a model 
officer, and he leaves a meritorious example, the 
memory of which will be everlasting,” 

That the gallantry of Commander Hirose is 
appreciated in Japan is indicated by the fact 
that the Emperor has conferred the Order of the 
Kyte aud the Order of the Rising Sun on him, 
and а morement has been set оп foot to erect 
а monument to his memory. Mr. Fred T. Jane 
writes in the Chronicle : ** Commander Hirose was 
worth more than anything the Japanese obtained 
in the attempt to close Port Arthur. I knew him 


well, and am extremely sorry that he met his 
fate in such an affair. Не was well known in 
this country, having been one of the officers of 
the Takasago when ske first left Elswick.” 


Korea Clear of Russians. 


The Japanese army, advancing in Korea, has 
reached the Yalu. The Russians were expected 


to make a stubborn stand at Wi-ju, where they 
had prepared strong defences But they retired 
to the Manchurian bank of the river without 
fighting. Тһе Japanese appear to have moved 


forward.in three columns, and one report would 
indicate that nt Chensu, to the north-east of 
Wi-ju, they took some prisoners.

Death of a Judge.—We regret to announce that 
Mr. Justice Byrne died on Monday night, at his residence 
in Lancaster Gate, of acute bronchial pneumonia,’ super- 
vening on a cold.

‘ppointed a Justice of the High Court on Mr. Justice 
Chitty’s promotion in 18-7, was one of the most pains- 
tiking and methodical Judges on the Bench.

| Ground Oats for Fowls. 

It is the pots atid not the quality of the’ oats that

with properly dressed stones it is in the dressing of the 
stones that the secret lies the whole of the grain, skin and 
all, is reduced to a flne powder, and mixes as easily and as 
perfectly as wheaten flour. I have tried ordinary oat 
grinding, and when slaked with water the result has been 
such as one would expect if mixing chaff and sawdust. 
Nothing is taken from the oat when it is ground in the 
Sussex style, but everythiug is reduced to powder.
